condition (1). 

(3) That, owners of houses in 
the rider-main districts, who desire 
to-be supplied with meters upon the 
terms aforesaid, be required to 
send in applications for the same 
to the Water Authority, .on or be- 
fore October, 81, 1982. : 

(4) That a free siapply of water 
be continued through the street 
fountains. 

Reasons Given. 


The European unofficial members 
iiceept the abvlition of the rider- 
main system, because—(i) They 
agree With -the Hon. Colonial 
Sceretary’s remarks at our Jast 
Meeting to the effect that, con- 
sidering the sums which the Gov- 
ernment has paid for the main- 
tenance of the rider-maing since 
they were first installed arfd the 
matter of wear and tear, the 
original contributors to the cost 
of the rider-maing have had “Value 
for their money”, and secondly be- 
suse they feel that, in view of the 

se sums Which have been spent 
in the past (as detailed by Sir 
Cecil Clementi in Hansard of 1929 
at pages 147-149), and in view of 
the further large sums which are 
now about to be spent upon re- 
servoir construction, it is no longer 
advisable to continue the supply of 
free water through the rider-mains 
to xome residents whilst others, who 
are metered, hnve to pay for excess 
consumption. In future those who 
want free water should, in our 
opinion, resort to the street foun- 
tiins.

CHINESE REQUEST. |

- Ion. Mr. Kotewall: My Chinese 
colleagues and [ desire first of all 
to thank the Government for havy- 
ing. at my — request, prepared at 
much expenditure of time, and laid 
on the table, Sessional Paper No. 4 
of.

tion to anything more than 2 or 
perhaps 4 hours per day does not 
result in the conservation of water 
that is called for in times of 
scarcity. Might hours supply or 
more in a day means as much use 
of water as a 24 hours supply.” 


Not Wasteful. i 


We do not deny that immediately 
following upon the Issue of a notice 
by the Government that a restric- 
tion would be imposed, the consump- 
tion of water through the rider- 
mains did go up somewhat, for 
people, as, was natural, resorted to 
a certain amount of hoarding dur- 
ing the first day or two; but the 
consumption generally went down 
after the first week of restriction. 
The remark that 8 hours supply in 
a duy means as much use of water 
as x 24 hours supply is no proof 
that the rider-main system ‘tself 
is wasteful. It .mercly indicates 
that the people draw as much water 
in 8 hours ns they do in 24 in order 
to meet their wants: it does not 
prove that there is waste. 

The rider-main system way ap- 
proved in 1903 after very careful 
consideration by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, by. the ‘acal 
Government and by the Legislative 
Councll, as Hansard of that year 
shows.

It would, indeed, be deplorable 
if the launching of the conversion 
scheme were to sap in the slightest 
degree tho nation’s zeal for re- 
trenchment. 

Parliament and the public must 
face the facts of our financial 
position and, meet them betimes, 
for Britain is blecding to death, 

Our annual expediture, by the 
central Government and local 
authorities, amounts to the huge 


total of one thousand million 
pounds, or three times that of 
1913. The level of commodity 


values is now lower than before 
the war while-the ‘volume and 
value of our trade, home, and 
export, are but little greater than 
in 1913,

should be effected without delny. 

“Candle-ond cconomics” must 
not bo despised, and every penny 
saved is worth while. A search- 
ing scrutiny of departmental 
suporfluitles would do much to 
impress upon our bureaucrats the 
extreme gravity of the financia 
altuation. : 

An examination. of the Exche- 
quer expenditure on Central Go- 
vernment Finance (Class 1 of the 
Civil Accounts). will serve to ill- 
uatrate the fashion in which office’ 
expenditure has been allowed to 
grow.

The sum involved is 
tot large, but the increase is 
symptomatic of the tumour-like 
growth of public departmenta,

NOT A COMMITTEE'S JOB. 


In skill, integrity, and public 
spirit our Civil ‘Servants arc un- 
matched throughout the world, but 
to expect them to sign their own 
death-warrant is to ask too much 
of human nature. Nor would it 
appear that a committee, however 
constituted, could provide the 
sharpness in decision and the 
executive force required to effect 
the maximum of economy. Tho 
duty should therefore be Isid’ up- 
on an individual, advised, it may 
he, by a committee upon which the 
Civil Service should be represent- 
ed by a minority of members. 

The person appointed should be 
neither a serving Civil Servant nor 
an active politician, He should 
report directly to the Cabinet, and 
his recommendations should © be 
implemented forthwith. There is 
good ground for holding that this 
expedient, if resolutely prosecuted, 
would yield a, substantial harvest 
of genuine retrenchment. 


TOO MANY FRILLS, 


The growth of expenditure wpon 
education to the formidable total 
the current 
vear is indeed alarming. In face 
of such figures we may well ask: 
Are we receiving our ‘money's 
worth for these enormous  dis- 
bursements? No good citizen de- 
sires to deprive any child of the 
opportunity to succeed in life, but 
there are not a few frills upon our 
educational curriculum with which 
we could very well dispense. 

A resolute drive. towards a re- 
duction in the cost of education 
would result in substantial econo- 
mies without the least hurt to our 
educational system. - 

The Development Commission, 
an organisation desfgned to dis-

Sir Henry May Quoted. 


On the occasion of the first rend- 
ing of the Bill to provide for the 
institution of the system, the then 
Colonial Secretary, the Hon. Mr. 
BR. H. (afterwards Sir Henry) May 
made these important-obgervations ; 
“phe rider-main system can’ 3€ 
squalls 
tion of waste, and it is for that 
purpose that it is now sought to be 
introduced-—for the prevention of 
waste. It is simply, if I may so 
describe it in a few short words, 
a system of huge meters for blocks 
of buildings instend of separate 
meters for separate houses. The 
principle of the Bill was earefully 
considered by both Mr. Chadwick 
and Professor Simpson. It has 
been adopted and endorsed by both 
these experts ...I repeat again the 
object of the Bill, the object we all 
have before us, is the prevention 
of waste. 
Mr. Chadwick, are of opinion that 
the waste could be stopped by this 
system, the Government are strong. 
ly of that opinion, and our local ad- 
visers here are aise of the same 
opinion.” 

At a subsequent meeting of the 
Oouneil, the Attorney-General, the 
Ifon. Sir Henry Berkeley, said: 
“The reasens why the Government 
introdate this Bill are that on fur- 
ther consideration it has appeared 
that all the objects aimed at by the 
Bill of 1902, principal among which 
ig the supply of a sufficient quantity 
of water to the town of Victoria 
withthe Icast possible waste, may 
be effected without incurring the 
hardships which the Bill of 1902 
would be inevitably inflieting on a 
certain section of the community 
using water’... Rider-mains are 
a means by which the supply of 
water can be regulated to blocks 
of houses as effectively as it can be 
by meters in the case of single 
houses,” 


Original Object. 


-From these quotations from 
Hansard it is elear that the prin- 
cipal object of the  rider-main 
system was to detect and prevent 
waste. That object wag itventsJd 
and reiterated by the Colonial 
Secretary and the Atlorney-General 
of that day. After 26 years’ 
operation no evidence bas been 
adduced vo prove that the system 
has fuiled of that object. It stands

presentntive members of the Chin- 
ese community, numbering about 
40, convened by the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs and held in his 
office on the 22nd June, 1923, the 
\ question was exhaustively dis- 
cuased, . F ; 


Meters Not Economical. 


In order to justify the proposal 
of the Government to make a 
change irom the first gallon used, 
the Hen, Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs informed the mecting that 
certain test meterings made in the 
year, 1921-22 in six houses chosen 
at random, had revealed consider- 
able waste. This test tonclusively 
proves that metering docs not con- 
duce to economy. It was submitted 
by several speakers at the meeting 
that it was exceedingly difficult: for 
employers to control effectively 
their servants in the use of water, 
and that servants were more in- 
‘lined to be extravagant when they 
did not have to carry the water 
from the street themselves. 

afere,I may draw attention to an 
Dnportant remark of Mr, Osbert 
thadwick, the expert sent out by 
the Sceretary of State for the 
Colonies to study and report 
on the water problem of the 
Colony in 1902, That remark is 
contained jn para. 21 of Sessional 
Paper No. 4 and is this: 
tain that the meter system is the 
only system of rating which is 
thorourhly efficient and equitable.” 
It is significant that Mr. Chadwick 
used the word “rating,” and did 
hot say'that the meter system was. 
the most economical, ; 

The proceedings of the mectinys 
of the 22nd June, 1923, were re- 
ported to the Governor of that time, 
Sir Edward Stubbs; and a few days 
:tater the Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
A. G. M. (now Sir Murchison) 
Fleteher informed the Hon. “Sir 
Shouson Chow and me that the pro- 
posal would be :dropped, and that 
he advised the people in the rider- 
main ‘districts to apply for meters 
which would be frecly ‘granted. 


Meters Increasing. 


We thought at the time that, by 
following the Government's advice, 
the matter would end there, That 
that advice has been largely follow- 
ed cun be seen in the steadily ins 
creasing, number of meters that 
have been applied for and installed 
since 1923, At this very moment, 
according to the reply given by the 
Hon. Director of Public Works to 
my question put at the meeting of 
this Council on . the 4th Augiurt, 
: 2,100 meters have been appiied for 
but not yet installed in the rider- 
main districts. But for the dif- 
ficultics which the people have, un- 
til quite recently, experienced. in 
_ oblaining meters—a fact borne out 
by ithe 2,100 applications, still 
awaiting attention— more applica- 
yes Would have been made for 

nem, 


Now the Government has revived 
the question—in fact, has actually’ 
taken some action, without having 
‘ produced more arguments to justify 
hit, except that the large num- 
her of meters that have been 
applied for in, reeent years has 
made it neecedsary to make’ the 
change, for, according to the Hon, 
Colonial Secretary, “each new 
meter tended to destroy the 
balance of the 1906 arrangement.” 
It would seem from this that the 
‘adoption of the advice of the 
Government of 1923 is now having 
, an opposite effect to what was 
intended, 


* Mr. Chadwick's, Views. 


Tho views of the present 
Government on this -important 
question are also at variance with 
those of Mr. Osbert Chadwick. 
In paragraph 20 of Sessional 
Paper No, 4 certain remarks of 
.Mr.. Chadwick on the rider-main 
system are quoted. They are 
theso: “Its offect will bo three- 
fold. Firstly, it will mitigate the 
evils of the intermittent system; 
and, secondly, it will be a perman- 
ent improvement, inasmuch as it 
will facilitate the detection of 
waste. Thirdly, it will. greatly 
facilitate the voluntary introduc- 
tion of metérs.” Theso remarks, 
and the debates in Hansard of 
1908, give us the impression, if 
not conviction, that the ridcr- 
main system which was to be a 
“permanent” arrangoment,. was to 
bo allowed to. abolish itself by the. 
gradual -ingtallation of meters.

cal restrictions, entailing much 
hardship on the poor. 

From the point of. view. of 
minimising the hardship, the pro- 
posal of the Government has 
everything to recommend it; but 
the poor themselves desire no 
change. What is the reason? 
Thousands of the residents in the 
rider-main districts are of the 
working class who cannot afford 
to pay any charge. for excess con- 
sumption of water when they find 
it already difficult to eke out a 
bare existence. 


A Hard Fact. 


.This is a hard fact which can- 
not be ignored. It is true that 
many peopte of this class_ have 
moved over to the Kowloon Penin- 
sula which has no rider-maings; 
but those who have. chosen to 
remain or to move into the rider- 
main districts, must have sood 
reasons for so doing. Those 
reasons are that they have to be 
near their work or that they can- 
not afford the expense of a meter- 
ed supply, Thus by the necessity. 
of economic pressure these people 
have perforce to submit to the 
periodical inconvenience and 
hardship of having to obtain water 
from the street-fountains, with the 
consoling thought that they would 
have a direct house-supply for at 
least part of the year. 

Several men have put to me 
what seemed to them a pertinent 
question, They solemnly asked: 
“Kowloon has no rider-mains; why 
should Hongkong have them?” 
I offered them a counter-query. 
“Because Smith hag not a house, 
‘should Jones, Who has one to 
which he has.a perfect title, be 
deprived of it?” = Further argu- 
ments are unnecessary, 


Government. “Bargain.” 


I have also heard it contended 
that, at any rate, the people have 
had their moncy’s worth in the 
use of the rider-mains for 26 
years, having paid only $222,000 
for laying the mains, and not 
having been called upon by the 
Government to pay for their main- 
tenance. [t should be pointed out 
that the question of upkeep nevor 
formed part of the scheme, for at 
a meeting of the Legislative 
Council held on the 17th Septem- 
ber, 1903, the Hon, Colonial 
Secretary said that after the first 
cost way paid by the owners 
“there would be no further charge 
to them for the supervision and 
maintenance of the rider-mains 
which’ would be ineluded in the 
eneral expenditure of — the 
Colony.” as 

In regard to the free use of 
water for 26 yeurs, it should be 
remembered that against this 
privilere are offset the hardship 
und inconvenicnes which the 
people have had to undergo, 
almost annually, during that same 
period by reason of restrictions of 
varying severity having, been 
imposed on them, and the amount 
of water which such restrictions 
have saved to the general public. 


Many Protests. 


Tor the various reasons I have 
given, the people. in the rider-main 
districts cannot see the necessity 
or justice of the Government's 
proposal. We have _ received 
stroug representations, urging the 
retention of the system, from 
various institutions, including the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merece, the Tung Wah “Hospital 
Committee, the Hongkong and 
Kowloon Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, the Sugar. Merchants’ 
Association, the Chinese Medical 
Association, the “Chinese Enyi- 
neers Association, the Po Yick 
Commercial Association, the Chao- 
Chow Residents’ Association, the 
Ling Tung Association and the 
Hongkong Coolies’ Guild, as well 
ag from hundreds of individuals, 

In addition to these we have 
received from the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce a letter 
addressed to them in the name 
of the ‘Kai-fong, which bears 
several hundred chops of firms 
and shops. Never in our com- 
paratively long careers as public 
men have we received so many 
letters, couched in such” strong 
terms on any one subject. 

It is maintained by many that 
the rider-main system was Intro- 
duced in the nature of a bargain 
between the Government and the 
people, for the- people had to pay 
the cost of laying the mains with 
the consent of the. Government, 
Now, one party to that bargain 
desires to abrogate it and has, by 
its action, practically abrogated 
it, while the other prefers the bar- 
gain to stand.” ° 


“Consult the People.” 


I readily accept the Govorn- 
ment’s explanation that Sir Cecil 
; Clementi’s undortaking not to 
abolish the system without glying 
; this Council an opportunity to 
discuss the question, was over- 
looked. Still, it is very unfor- 
turiate that ino matter of such 
importance to .the people, tho 
,Government should have begun 
“the work of abolition without’ 


have consulted tho people before 
taking any action, as tho Adminis- 
tration of 1923 did. y 


Great Dis-satisfaction. 


The Government, by, its action 
in fixing meters to somo of the 
rider-mnains, has made it, to use 
the *Hon. Colonial Secretary's 
words, “no longer possible to 
bring the sections concerned into 
uso on the rider-main principle.” | 
There are some 2,600 houses 
affected in this way. It means. 
that the occupants of these 2,600 
houses, computed roughly at over 
10,000 souls, have still'to ‘take 
water from tho street-fountains 
when our reservoirs are full to 
overflowing, and when the other 
unmetered houses in the rider- 
main districts have had a direct 
supply restored to them since the 
2nd August. ; ; 

This precipitate action of the 
Government, with its. attendant; 
effects, is causing great dissatis- 
faction to the people directly con- 
cerned, We have’ received | 
numerous Ietters of protest, Which 
ask that the disconnected houses 
be accorded the same treatment as 
are the other more fortunate 
houses in the rider-main districts, 
We consider the protest justified, 
and the request only natural. 

The Hon. Colonial Seerctary in 
his speeep said that “the transi- 
tion wag too far advanced for 
any calling back now, and there 
was nothing for it but to complete 
the installation of the meterage 
system.” From this remark it is 
apparent that the Govefnment has 
made up its mind to go on with 
its scheme, whatever the merits of 
the people’s case, The discussion 
now being permitted to us is, it 
would seem, permitted merely for 
the purpose of fulfilling a forgot- 
ten promise—as a matter of form. 


The Time Question. 


The Hon. Colonial Secretary 
also said that even at the time of 
Sir Ceci] Clementi’s promise, “the 
conclusion was foregone and the 
discussion could hardly have been 
more than a facing of the facts 
and an explanation.” 
ence to page 2382 of Hansard of 
1929 shows that when Sir Cecil 
gave his promise, he added those 
all-important words: ‘Jt will, of 
course, be impossible to discard 
the rider-main system until there 
ig Qn assured. supply of Water 
available’ both on the island and 
on the mainland throughout the 
year.” From this very definite 
expression of opinion of Sir Cecil 
Clementi {t is clear that whatever 
might have been the contemPlated 
policy of the Government at the! 
time, it certainly could not have, 


-been, its intention to abolish the 


rider-mains before “an assured 
supply of water is available both 
on the island and on, the main- 
land throughout the year.” 

We are far from this happy | 
state of things at present; and 
go it would: not be unreasonable | 
to ask the Government to Accept 
Sir Ceci] Clemonti’s view.. 

Principle Accepted. | 

But after anxious and Careful 
consideration of all aspects of the 
problem, we huve decided to accept 
the principle of the resolution, but 
to ask that it may not be carried 


into effect for 2 years, from this. itself, in 


date. We realise that sooner or 
later the system has to g9, not 
because it is wasteful or, because 
universal meterage would conduce. 
to cconomy—both of which We do 
not admit—but because a uniform . 
system of, water supply for all, 
parts of the ‘Colony has much to 


A fefer-, 


have been made for meters but for - 
tho difficulties and dolay experl- 
enced by the people in obtaining 
them Jn the past. By the gradual 
and natural process suggested by 
us the number of unmetered 
houses in the rider-main districts 
should, by the end of 1934, ba so 
reduced that abolition would bo 
gttended with no difliculty. 


The Motion. 


To give effect to our request, 
I beg now to move the following 
amendment to tho original resolu. 
tion: 


“That in the opinion of this 
Council the time haa come for 
the Colony to decide upon tho 
abandonment, on the expiration 
of two years from this date, of | 
the principle of tho rider-main: 
system, substituting therefor 
the principle of compulsory 
meterage to all house supplies 
to which the’ alternative shall 
be a ftee supply from strect- 
fountains.” 


We have not forgotten that this 
amendment, if approved, would 
necessitnte the restoration of the 
2,600 disconnected houses to the 
yider-mnins, ond the removal of 
about 600 meters from these mains 


_and connecting them to the princi- 


pal mains, entailing some expense 
and trouble. But there is another 
side of the picture which should 
pe kept more prominently before 
the public than it kas been. It 
js that the rider-mains which 
were originally paid for by the 
people would, when the system is 
abolished, be utilised by - the 
Government for the purpuse of 
connecting meters to them. ' 
Without these mains, . the 
Government would have either to 
connect the meters to the princi-- 
pil mains, nevessitating the cut- 
ting up of roads—a thing which 


.the Government desires so much 


to uvold—or to construct now 
subsidiary mains for the purpose. 
This the .rider-mains originally 
laid at the expense of the people, 
would be the means of saving 
considerable expenditure to the 


public. « 
. Act of Equity. . 


We therefore express — the 
carnest hope that Your Excellency 
will nceept our amendment, not , 
only as the best and most reason- 
able compromise in the circum- 
stance, . but also as an act of 
equity demanded by the occasion 
and in harmony with the tradi- 
tional policy of ‘the Government 
to accord to all communities 
consideratencss and 
(Applause). ‘

of Victoria in 1906, the number

It was a compromise and an ex- 
periment, and it was a bargain in 
thet the Chinese community paid 
for the original rider main system 
When the Government was not ‘pre- 
pared to pay for the installation, by 
way of trying out its value, but 
there was not and could not be a 
bargain in the sense that the terms 
were unalterable. 

A fairer view und I submit the 
correct view is that the experiment 
has been tried out and the pur- 
chasers have received at least full 
value for the whole of their ex- 
penditure.

payments for water, This fs an 
oxeeedingly difficult question as It 
has long been admitted that the 
payments made for water supplicd 
do not by any means approach 
the cost of supplying it and wo 
have been continually advised to 
re-arrange our method to_mnake 
the water scheme of the Colony 
finuncially self-supporting. 

Very much consideration and 
carcful calculation will be neces- 
sary before we can arrange such 
an scheme satisfactorily and as it 
is not possible to attack jit any- 
how clso- than comprehensively 
we must for the moment rest con- 
tent with the, known fact that we 
are all getting our water for a 
great deal iess than it costs the 
Government to produce it. 


Promise Given. 


The Hon. member's speech how- 
ever can properly be accepted ns 
a recommendation that the whole 
matter should be early considered 
and a promise can fairly be given 
that such consideration will be 
undertaken as soon us ‘the costs 
of completing the large new sup- 
plies now in contemplation are 
known. He must not however 
take it for yranted that such re- 
arrangement when made — will 
necessarily reduce the cost of 
water per gallon, although it will 
even the incidence of the pay- 
ment, 

The remaining three conces- 
sions for which a request is made 
are of a peculiar nature. — It is 
difficult for instance to compel 
landlords to instal meters in their 
houses. It wouhd be reasonable 
to expect that the economic pres- 
sure as reflected in the rent would 
make them realise the desirability 
of such action and to that the 
Government must leave it for the 
time, vy ai 
Trouble With Tenants. 

The other concessions deal with 
the relations between the land- 
lords and the tenants. It is 
ndmitted that) tenants in this 
Colony are very difficult to handle 
from the Chinese landlords’ point 
of view, but that is no reason for 
passing the difficulty on to the 
shoulders’ of the Government. 

The Governmnt can look only 
to the kundlord and must leave 
him to arrange for the payment 
of excess consumption with those 
to whom he lets his premises, and 
su With the installation of meters 
on every foor of tenement houses 
the arrangement itsel€ must be 
one between the landlord and his 
tenants. 

It requires very little reflection 
to see that this large work must 
at the best wait for it would be 
very difficult for the Government 
to deal direct with al! the separate 
tenants of this large city. It 
must be remembered that some 
40,000 extra meters. would be 
required to supply all the floors 
of the Colony. 


Landlords to Blame? 


The seventh concession asking 
the Government to compel land- 
lords to instal meters strengthens 
the impression that there are 
[landlords who put difficulties in 
the way of supplying — their 
tenants with this necessary fit- 
ting. If that is true it would 
appear to show a serious want of 
the sense of civic duty, and 
Government feels that it is justi- 
ified in asking for more assistance

consumption generally went: down 
after the first week of restriction. 
The remark that 8 hours supply in 
2 day means as much use of water 
as a 24 hours supply is-ny proof 
that the rider-main system ‘tself 
is wasteful.

Government's Figures. 


However, we do not entirely rely 
upon this fact, important though it 
is, to show the unfairness of the 
comparison...

j selt has only a few days ago, and 
\ unintentionally, furnished an argu- 
Ment in‘refutation of its own In- 
ference. - In Inst weelk’s Press were 
published tho figures of the 
Colony’s water ‘supply for the 
ninth of July. These figures show 
that the consumption in the city 
And Hill District during the month 
of July wos 844.38 million gallons; 
and this, on an estimated popula- 
tion of 383,600, works out at 29 
gallons per head per day. Tho con- 
sumption in Kowloon was: 177 
‘million gallons, which works out nt 
18.9 gallons per head per day, on an 
estimated population of 302,200.

Ata meeting of leading and re- 
Presentative members of the Chin- 
ese community, numbering ubout 
40, convened by the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs and’ held in’ his 
office on the 22nd June, 1923, the 
,duestion was, exhaustively dis- 
cussed, 


Meters Not Economical. 


In order to justify the ‘proposal 
of tae Government to make oa 
change from ‘the first gallon used, 
the Hon. Sceretary for Chinese 
Affairs informed the meeting that 
certain test meterings made in the 
year 1921-22 in six houses chosen 
at random, had revealed consider- 
able waste. This test conclusively 
proves that metering: docs not con- 
duce to economy. It was submitted 
by several speakers at the meeting 
j that it was exceedingly difficult for 
employers to control effectively 
their servants in the use of water, 
and that servants were more in- 
clined to be extravagant when they 
did not have to carry the water 
from the street themselves, 

sfere,I may draw attention to an 
important remark of Mr. Osbert 
‘hadwiek, the expert sent outtby 
the Seeretary of State four the 
Colonies to study and report 
on the water problem of ° the 
Colony in 1902, That remark is 
contained in para, 21 of Sessional 
Paper No. 4 and is this: “I main- 
tain that the meter system is the 
only system of rating whieh is 
thoroughly. etticient and equitable.” 


VIt is significant thitt Mr, Chadwick 


Jused the word “rating,” and did 
not say that the meter system was 
the most economical. 

The proceedings of the meeting 
of the 22nd-June, 1923, were re- 
ported to the Governor of that time, 
Sir Edward Stubbs; and a few daya 
later the ‘Colonial Seeretary, Mr. 
A. G. M. (now Sir Murchison) 
Metcher informed the Hon. Sir 
Shouson Chow and me that the pro- 


posal would be dropped, and that 


he advised the people in the riders 
main districts to epply for meters 
which would be fieely granted, 


Meters Increasing. 


We thought at the time that, by 
following the Government's advice, 
the mutter would end there.

ed can be seen 
creasing number of ‘meters that 
have been applied for and installed 
since 1923. At this montcnt, 
according to the reply given by the 
Ion. Director of Publis Works to 
niy question put at the meeting: of 
this Council on the 4th Aug ¢, 
2,100 meters have been appiled for 
but not yet installed in the rider. 
main districts. But for the dif. 
ficulties which the people have, un- 
til quite recently, experienced in 
obtaining meters—a fact borne out 
by the 2.100 (applications — still 
awaiting .attention— more applica- 
tions would have been made for 
them. 

Now the Government has revived 
the question—in fact,-hag actually 
tiken some action, without having 
produced more arguments to justuty 
it, except that the large  num- 
her of meters that. have — been 
applied for in recent years has 
mate it neceessary to make the 
change, for, according to the Hon. 
Colonial Secretury, ““exch new 
meter tended to destroy the 
balance of the 1906 arrangement.” 
It would seem from this that the 
adoption of the advice of the 
, Government of 1923 is now having 
an opposite effect to what was 
intended, 


Mr. Chadwick's Views. 


The views. of the present 
Government on this important 
question arc also at variance with 
those of Mr.° Osbert Chadwick. 
In paragraph 20 of | Sceuulonal 
Paper No. 4 certain remarks of 
» Mr. Chadwick on the rider-main 
system are quoted. They are 
these: “Its effect will bo three- 
fold. Firstly, it will mitigato the 
evils of the-intermittent system; 
and, secondly, it will bea perman.~ 
ent improvement, inasmuch as it 
lwill facilitate tho detection of 
waste. Thirdly, it will greatly 
facilitate the voluntary introduc- 
tion of meteors.”

hardship on the poor, 

From the point of view of 
minimising the hardship, the pro- 
posal of the Government has 
everything to recommend it; but 
the poor themselves desire no 
change. What is the reason? 
Thousands of the residents in the 
rider-main districts are of the 
working class who cannot afford. 
to pay any charge for excess con- 
sumption of water when they find 
it alrendy difficult to eke out 
bare existence. 


A Hard Fact. 


This is a hard fact which can- 
not be ignored. It is true that 
many people of this class’ have 
moved over to the Kowloon Penin- 
stla which has no rider-mains; 
but those who have chosen to 
remain or to move into the rider- 
main districts, must have soad 
reasons for so doing. Those 
reasons nre that they have to be 
near their work or that they can- 
not afford the expense of a me 
ed supply. Thus by the necessity 
of economic pressure these peaple 
have perforce to submit to the 
periodical inconvenience and 
hardship of having to obtain water 
from the strect-fountains, with the 
consoling thought that they would 
have a direct house-supply for at 
least part of the year, 

Several men have put to me 
what seemed to them a pertinent 
question, — They solemuly asked: 
“Kowloon has no rider-mains; why 
should Hongkong have them?" 
I offered them 2 counter-query, 
“Because Smith has not a house, 
should Jones, who has one to 
which he has a perfect title, be 
deprived of it?” Further argu- 
ments are unnecessary, 


Government “Bargain.” 


I have also heard it contended 
that, at any rate, the people have 
had: their money's worth in the 
use of the rider-mains for 16 
years, having paid only $222,000 
for laying the mains, and not 
having been ‘called upon by the 
Government to pay for their main- 
tenance, It should be pointed out 
that the question of upkeep never 
formed part of the scheme, for at 
a- meeting of the Legislative 
Council held on the 17th Septem. 
ber,, 1903, the Hon.’ 
Secretary said that after the first 
cost was paid by ‘the owners 
“there would be no further charye 
to them for the supervision and 
mainténance of the  rider-mains 
which would be incTuded in’ the 
general expenditure - of — the 
Colony.” , 

In regard to the free’ use of 
water for 26 years, it should be 
rémembered that ‘against — this 
privilege are offset the hardship 
and inconyenienee which — the 
people have had to undergo, 
almost innually, during that same 
period by reason of restrictions of 
varying. severity having been 
imposed on them, and the’ amount 
of water which such restricdons 
have saved to the general public. 


Many Protests, 


For the various reasons I have 
given, the people in the rider-main 
districts cannot see the necessity 
or justice of the Government's 
proposal: We have © received 
strony representations, urging the 
retention of the system, from 
various institutions, including the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Tung Wah = Hospitai 
Committee, the Hongkong and 
Kowloon Property Owners’ Agso- 
siation, the Supar Merchants’ 
Nyssociation, the Chines¢’ Medical 
Association, the Chinese Engi- 
neers «Association, the Po Yiek 
Commercial Association, the Chao- 
Chow Residents’ Association, the 
Ling Tung Association and the 
Hongkong Coolies’ Guild, as well 
as from hundreds of individuals, 

In addition to these we ‘have 
reccived from the Chinese General 
Chamber’ of Commerce 2 letter 
addreased_ ta them in the name 
of the Kai-fong, which bears 
several hundred chops of firms 
‘and shops. Never in our com- 
paratively Jong careers as. public 
men have we received so many 
letters, couched in such- strong 
terms on any one subject. 

It is maintained by many ‘that 
the rider-main system was intro- 
duced in the nature of a bargain 
between the Government and the 
people, for the people had to pay 
the cost of laying the mains with 
the consent of the Government. 
Now, one party to that bargain 
desirea to abrogate it and has, by 
its action, practically abrogated 
it, while the other prefers the bar- 
gain to stand, 


“Consult the People.” 


‘I readily accept the Govorn- 
ment’s explanation that Sir Cecil 
Clementi’s undertaking not to 
abolish the system without giving 
this Council an opportunity to 
discuss the question, was over- 
looked. Still, it is very unfor- 
tunate that In a matter of such 
importance to the people, the 
Government should have begun 
the work of abolition without 


Colonial. 


because they find | The present Governmont should 


have consulted the people before 
taking any action, as the Adminis- 
tration of 1928 did. 


7 Great Dis-satisfaction. 


The Government, by its action 
in fixing, meters to somo of the 
rider-mains, has made it, to use 
the Hon, Colonial Secretary's 
words, “no longer possible tn 
bring the sections concerned into 
use on the rider-main principle.” 
There are some. 2,600 houses 
affected in this way. | It means 
that the occupants of these 2,600 
houses, computed roughly at aver 
10,000 souls, have still to tuke 
water from the street-fountaing | 
when our reservoirs are full to 
overflowing, and when the other 
unmetered houses in. the rider: 
main districts huve had a direct 
supply restored to them since tho , 
2nd August. : 

This precipi action of the 
Government, with its attendant 
effects, is cnusing great dissatis-! 
faction to the people directly con- 
cerned, We have received 
numerous letters of protest, which 
ask that the disconnected houses 
be accorded the same treatment as 
are the other’ more fortunate 
houses in the Hider-main districts, 
We consider the protest justified, 
and the request only natural. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary in 
his speech said that “the transi- 
tion was too far advanced for 
any calling back now, and there 
was nothing for it but to complete 
the instalation of the meterase 
system.” From this remark it is 
apparent that the Government has 
made up its mind to go on with 
its scheme, whatever the merits of 
the ‘people's-cage. -The discussion 
now being permitted to us is, it 
would seem, permitted merely for 
the purpose of fulfilling a forgot- 
ten promise—as a matter of. form. 


The Time Question, 


The Hon. Colonial Secretary 
also said that even at the time of 
Sir Cecil Ciementi’s promise, “the 
conclusion was foregone and the 
discussion could hardly have been 
more than a facing of the facts 
and an explanation,” A refer- 

ce to page 2382 of Hansard of 

shows that when Sir Cecil 

ve his promise, he added those 
all-important words: “It will, of 
course, be impossible to discard 
the rider-main system ‘until there 
is an assured supply of ‘water 
available both on the island and 
on the mainland throughout the 
year.” Irom this very definite 
expression of opinion of Sir Cecil 
Clementi it is clear that whatever 
missht have been the contemplated 
policy of the Government at the 
time, it certainly could. not have 
been its intention to abolish the 
rider-mains before “an ‘assured 
supply of water is available both 
on the island and on*the main- 
Jand’ throughout the year.” 

We are far from this happy 
state of things at present; an 
so it would not be unreasonable 
to ask the Government to accept 
Sir Cecil Clementi’s view. 


Irinciple Accepted. 


But after anxious and careful 
consideration of all aspects of the 
problem, we have decided to accept 
the principle of the resojution, but 
to ask that it may not be carricd 
into effect for 2 years, from this 
date. We realise that sooner or 
later the system hus to go, not 
because it is wasteful or because 
universal meterage would conduce 
to economy—both of which we do 
not admit—but because a uniform 
system of waler supply for all 
parts of the Colony has much to 
recommend it, and beenuse the 
present intention of the Govern- 
ment will tend to accelerate 
applications for meters, thus 
gradually obliterating the rider- 
main syslem without undue haste 
or unnecessary compulsion, 


Two-Year Respite. 


The reason for: our request for 
a two-year respite is that, in our 
view, the people should not be 
forced out of what, after all, is 
sone sort of contract entered into 
between them und the Govern- 
ment, especially at the present 
time, when “an assured supply of 
water is net nvailable throughout 
the. year,” when it is not really 
a case of stopping waste, when 
the rider-mains are still quite 
serviceable, and when, as we have 
it from Your Excellency, the pro- 
posed change {is not a matter of 
revenue. . : 

Our suggestion is in accord 
with Mr. Chadwick's idea that the 
rider-muin system should be: 
allowed to abolish itsolf by tho 
gradual Installation .of meters, 
That this object has to a large 
extent beon fulfilled can be seen 
from the fact that while 833 
metera wore installed in the City 
of Victoria in 1906, the number 
went up to 6,329 in 1931; and 
there are now 2,100 applications 
awaiting attention. 


‘Effect of Respite. 


It is most likely that the object 
would bo completely attained In 
the course of the next two years, 
for there are now only 5,600 un- 
metered houses in the rider-main 
districts, and this number will be-. 
reduced to 3,500 after tho wants 
ef the 2,100 houscs have ‘been - 
supplied. ne iat 


‘Govornment can 
“better proof than it has dono. 


havo been made for meters but for 
the difficulties and delay cxpori- 
enced by tho people in obtaining 
them in the past. By tho gradual 
and Natural process suggested by 
us the number of | unmetored 
houses in the rider-main ‘districts 
should, by the ond of 1934, bo go 
reduced that abolition would bo 
attended with no difficulty. . 


The Motion. 


To give effect to our request, 
I beg. now to move the following 
bmepilmont, to the original resolu- 
tion: : : 


“That Jn the opinion of this 
Council the timg has come far 
+ the Colony to decide upon the 
abandonment, on the expiration - 
of two yearn from this date, of ° 
the principle of the rider-main 
wystem, substituting therefor 
the principl: of compulsory 
meterage to all house supplies 
to which the alternative shall 
be a free supply from strect- 
fountainn,” 


We hnve not forgotten that this 
amendment, if approved, would 
necessitate the restoration of the 
2,600 disconnected houses. to the ° 
rider-mains, and the removal of 
about 600 meters from these maing 
and connecting them to the princi. 
pal maing, entailing some expense 
and trouble, But there is another 
side of the picture which should” 
be kept more’ prominently before 
the public than it has been. It 
is that the rider-maing which 
were originally paid for by the 
peovle would, when the system ta 
abolished, be utilised by the 
Government for the purpuse of 
connecting meters to them. 

Without these mains, the 
Government would have either to 
connect the meters to the princi- 
pal. maing, necessitating the cut. 
ting up of roads—a thing which 
the Government desires so much - 
to avoid—or to construct now 
subsidiary mains for the purpose. 
Thus the rider-mains originally 
laid at the expense of the people, 
would be the means of saving 
considerable expenditure to the 
public. ‘ 

Act of Equity. 


We therefore — express, the 
earnest hope that Your Excellency 
will accept our amendment, not 
only a3 the best and most reason- 
able compromise in the cireum- 
stance, but also as an act of 
equity demanded by the occasion ' 
and in harmony with the tradi- 
tional policy of the Government 
to accord to all communities 
considerateness “and | justice.

Inaccurate Figures. 


With regard to the monthly _re- 


ports istued by the Water Authori- 


‘thes of the total water consumption 
in Hongkong and in Kowloon and 
of the quantity of water consumed 
per head per day, I find that the 
consumption per head per day is 
calculated on an estimated popula- 
tion much lower than that givon by 
the Gensus. According to Par- 
agraph 29 of Sessional Paper No. 
4 of 1932, the population of the 
Colony, excluding the New Terri- 
torics, is cst{mated at 750,846, 
while the population estimated for 
the purposes of calculating the 
water consumption per head per 
day is on the average, 681,877. 

I made this out from the water 
consumption reports jssued by the 
Water Authorities from January 
up to August 1932, that is, for 3 
months. It means a difference of 
about 69,509 persons in the popula- 
tion estimated by the Census and 
that cstimated by’ the Water 
Authorities and’ it makes a. great 
difference in the computation of 
consumption of water per head per 


day. ; 
Under-Estimated. 


I mention this because by looking 
at the water consumption report 
one may be led to think that a good 
deal of water has been ' wasted. 
3ut as a matter of fact the high 
rate of consumption per head per 
diay was due, to an under-cstimate 
of the population. 

I trust therefore that the Gov- 
ernment will se¢ its way of conced- 
ing this request of the Chinese 
Community by agrecing to this 
«wmendment. 


Hon. Mr. Chau’s Support, 


Ifon. Mr. T. N. Chau: As the 
motion now before Council is one 
which 1 think principally: affects 
the interests of the Chinese com- 
munity, or 1 should perhaps say the 
interests of the ‘poorer classes of 
the community, I feel I would be 
failing in my duty if I did not 
venture to signify my entire agree- 
ment, with the amendment in- 
troduced by the Hon: Dr. Kotewall. 

My senior Chinese colleague has, 
to my mind, made out a very strong 
ease on behalf of our constituents, 
and as he-and the Hon. Dr. Tso 
have dealt 80 very fully with all the 
aspects of this difficult problem, I 
do not. think there is much that I 
ean usefully add. : 


Wrong Comparison, 


However, in support of my senior 
colleague’s contention, in refuta- 
tion of the allegation made by the 
Hon. Colonial Secretary that the 
average daily consumption of 
water on the island is about 3090 
higher than that on the mainland, 
I would like to point out also that 
the Hon, Colonial Seeretary when 
making the comparison, had omitted 
to take into consideration the im- 
portant fact that the whole — peak 
district uses the water supply for 
flushing: purposes, and Tam in- 
cHned to think that the amount of 
constunption in that direction must 
be somewhat considerable. 

That the rider main system will 
have to go one day, I think we are 
ail of pne mind; what we differ on 
is only the question of time for its 
abandonment, and in view of the 
convineing arguments advanced by 
my two senior Chinese colleagues, 
all of which I strongly endorse, 1 
submit that the two years’ exten- 
sion asked for ig not at all unrea- 
sonable, and which 1 hope will he 
conceded to. 

With these few remarks, Sir, I 
beg to support the Hon. Dr. Kote- 
wall’s amendment. 


GOVERNMENT STAND. 


Tribute to Mr. Kotewall’s 
Research Work. 


AGAINST AMENDMENT. 


‘The Colonial Seeretary: The 
provisional ncceptance by the Chi- 
nese Members of the principle of 
the abolition of the rider main 
system might well make it unneces- 
sary for me to make any further 
reference to the arguments brought 
forward by the Hon. Dr. Kotewall 
in the earlice parts of his speech 
isr the retention of the system. 

Tt would be necessary only to deal 
with the possivility of postponiua 
action for the nbolition of the 
system tor two years, but I would 
not like to pass over the . earlier 
parts of the speech without a 
tribute to the .extreme care. and 
laborious research which has been 
royealed and furthor to tho-labour 
of collecting and of representing sb 
fully the views of all section of the 
Chinese community. 

These views are so minutely sct 
out that a justifiable Inferenco is 
that there can be little if anything 
more to be said upon his sido of the 
question. 


Government's Challenge, 
At tho samo time the Govorn- 


. ' 


For instance the whole of the 
quotations dealing with tho pos- 
sibility of preventing waste through 
the rider main syatem turned on the 


supply of a master meter to cach. 


section. Such master meters never 
Were in fact Installed and it is vory 
doubtful whether they could have: 
been installed with success, 
It is only necessary to consider 
he feelings of the residents In any 
ome: section who were all cut off 
becouse there had been waste by 
Some one or other of them, the only 
course thab would have been open 
had waste been proved. 


Not a Bargain. 


Further again it is wrong I sub- 

mit, to consider the institution of 
the rider main system as a bargain 
in the way that the Senior Chinese 
Unofiicial member interprets it. 
It was a compromise and an ex- 
periment, and it was a bargain In 
that the Chinese community paid 
for the original rider main system 
when the Government was not pro- 
pared to pay for the installation, by 
way of trying out its value, but 
there was not and could not ‘be a 
bargain in the sense that the term 
Were unalterable. 
‘ A fairer viow and I submit the 
correct view is that the experiment 
has been tried out and the . pur- 
chasers havo received at least full 
value for the whole of their ex- 
penditure. We must not again for- 
get that the abolition of the rider 
mains has been necessitated very 
largely by the pressure of the Chi- 
nese themselves for the installation 
of meters. : 

Sinee the date in 1903 to which 
Dr. Kotewall refers the decision to 
grant meters frecly to all ap 
plicants has been the primary 
cause of the existing-condition of 
things, which inevitably leads to a 
complete abolition of the system as 
it Whole, 


“Rubbing [t In.” . 


ZT have already in moving the re- 
solution apologised for the actiou 
of the Government in overldok’ng 
Sir Cecil Clementi’s promise +9 
alow an opportunity for a -full 
discussion in Council before the 
rider main system was abolished. 
Dr. Kotewall is at pains to impress 
its offence upon the Government 
but it can be confidently stated that 
Sir’ Cecil Clementi himself would 
have had no hesitation in agreeing 
that the abolition of the system as 
a whole was already necessary pro- 
vided he was in possession of .the 
information which we have to-day. 

. That information was not avail- 
able in 1929 and in fact conditions 
which altered the whole-aspect of 
the case had their origin no earlier 
than this year. Sir Cecil’ also 
stated that it would be impossible to 
diseard the system until there was 
a full supply of water on the Is- 
land or the Mainland. There again 
I doubt, whether we are justified in 
pinning him to a Jiteral interpreta- 
tion of his words, If taken too 
literally it might mean waiting in- 
definitely for the experience of 
Hongkong has shown that growth 
of population usually outstrips any 
increase in the water supply, 


Confusion Or . 


The full supply contemplated is 
now much nearer and May be re- 
gurded as a certainty ina few 
yours’ time. We have the choice 
between continuing and perhaps 
making even more confused the 
rather confused state of things 
which now exists and beginning to 
right it only after Shing Mun is 
complete or else of deliberately 
continuing a reasonable system 
which has already had its founda- 
tions Inid and having it completed 
by the time that Shing Mun can 
give ug more water. The Govern- 
ment has no hesitation in choosing 
the latter course and in believing 
that it is in the best interests of 
the community rich and poor alike. 

In passing, it may well occasion 
surprise: that a system which is 
subject ng Dr. Kotewall admits to 
severe restrictions for long periods 
nt «time should be preferred to the 
proposed system which provides 2 
much more equitable distribution 
throughout the ‘Colony and at the 
same time may confidently be ex- 
pected when completed to reduce 
the necessity for restriction at all. 

Further discussion on the waste- 
fulness of the rider main system is 

t fear unprofitable for in the 

absence of the meters of which I 
tave already: spoken there is no 
satisfactory method of comparison. 
I must however accept the views of 
our water authorities whose general 
experience convinees them firmly 
pat the system is wasteful of 
water, 


“Unwigo to Accept.” 


It is gratifying to learn that the 
Chinese Unofficial Members are 
wfter all prepared to accept the 
principle of the resolution and it 
only remnins to discuss the two 
years delay for which they -apply- 
In the view of the Government it 
would be unwise to acecept this sug- 
gestion. 

The position at the: moment is 
confessedly confused and should

delay. To allow it to drift-in tho

It is 
mimitted that tenants in this 
Colony are very diflicult to handle 
from they Chinese dandlords’ point 
of view, but that is no reason for 
passingr the difficulty om lo the 
shoulders of the Government. 

The Governmnt can look only 
to the Iandlord and must leave 
him to arrange for the payment 
of excess consumption with those 
to whom he lets his premises, and 
xo With the installation of meters 
on every floor of tenement houses 
the arrangement itself must be 
one between the Jandlord and his 
tenants, 

It requizes very little reflection 
to see that this large work must 
at the best wait for it would be 
very diffienlt for the Government 
to deal direct with all the separate 
tenants of this large city. It 
must be remembered that some 
40,000 extra meters would be 
required to supply all the floors 
of the Colony.
